1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quay/e, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (CommY Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 9/28/04 has 
been entered. 

2A. Signed copy of PTO Form 1449 is enclosed with this communication for 
applicants' records. 

3. Applicants' amendment paper dated 2/12/04 is also acknowledged. Applicants 
have cancelled claims 13-21,36,38, amended claims 1-8,9,10-12,22,23,27- 
31,34,35,37,39,40 and added new claims41, 42. Therefore, the claims under 
consideration are the claims 1-12,22-35,37,39-42, which are renumbered as claims 1- 
31. 

4. Applicants have deleted the subject matter of parent U.S. Application Sr. No. 
09940760, filed 8/28/01 , now allowed, by above stated cancellation of claims, 
amendments to claims, and additions of claims. 

5. The closest prior art of record (See parent U.S. Application Sr. No. 09940760, filed 
8/28/01 ) reference Maschler et al et al (EP 389282) teaches making of Xanthine 
derivatives, process for their preparation and their pharmaceutical use. The ref282 
compounds have a core: 

"1,3-Dicycloalkyl-methyl-8-amino xanthine". See compounds of claims 1 & 15 on 
page 21, and Compounds of Examples 10-12 on page 12 respectively. 
5A. The reference '282 differs from the instant compounds by not having H of 7- 
position NH replaced by a bridge -CH2R3 (R3 = aryl or heteroaryl group), and also one 
of 2 Hydrogen atoms of 8-position NH2 are not modified as -NHR4 (R4 = heterocycle= 
6-membered saturated ring consisting of 1 oxygen atom). 

6. Additionally, the reference '282 does not indicate or suggest to arriving at the 
instant invention wherein R1 and R2 occupying 1 ,3-positions of purine ring are other 
than -CH2-cycloalkyl. 

7. Therefore, the instant invention is deemed to be novel and patentably distinct.
